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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 18 June 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that'Mimura, therefore, fails to teach that the individual files 
themselves may be accessed through a "file reader capable of obtaining any of one or 
more files encoded audio/video streams from a data source," as required by Clan 1 and 
its dependents, Claims 2-8 and 11-19. Similar arguments exist for Claim 20. Likewise, 
similar arguments exist for Claim 25 and its dependents, Claims 26, 27, 31 and 32." 

In response the examiner disagrees , it is noted that Mimura teaches a file 
reader capable of obtaining any one or more files , Mimura teaches that the coded 
video and audio streams are arranged into files , titles and chapters when a tile or 
chapter is selected by the user based on displaying menu any one or more files of 
the tile or chapter are obtained by a reader (pickup or reading head means ) and from 
the reader the coded video and audio streams are separated, decoded , processed and 
reproduced on a display and speakers. 

Applicant argues that 'Mincer, however, simply teaches decoding audio and 
video data BOTH encoded according to the SAME one of a number of different data 
coding standards," In response the examiner disagrees . It is noted that at page 5, lines 
15-45 , Mincer teaches that the video and audio can be coded by any one of plurality 
of video and audio standards and the coded video and audio area decoded by a 
programmable decoder in accordance with any one of the plurality of standard. 
Mincer clearly teaches a reprogrammable proxy filter that programmably operates 
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on video data coded according to any one of a plurality of "video data coding 
standards and on audio data separately coded according to any one of a plurality of 
audio data coding standards . . Further Mincer teaches the video streams and audio 
streams area separately coded since it is required for processing and compressing 
(coding) the video and audio streams. Also see Kimura reference that teaches the audio 
stream are separately coded with any one of audio standards. 

Applicant argues that Mincer fails to teaches "video data coding standards ( such 
as, for example, MPEG-1, 1VIPEG-2 and MPEG-4 ) and on audio data separately coded 
according to any one of a plurality of audio data coding standards ( such as, for 
example, AC-3, MPEG or PCM) "and a mechanism that may decode video encoded 
according to a different standard (e.g., MPEG-4) and audio data encoded according to 
one standard (e.g ., AC-3). In response, it is noted that applicant argument is not recited 
in claims. Nowhere do claims recite that the video standards comprise MPEG-1 , 
1VIPEG-2 and MPEG-4 standard and audio standards comprise AC-3, MPEG or PCM 
standard.
